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These past few days have 
been full of tests, for the 
students in grades 9 thru 
12 have been taking TAP 
tests (Tests of Academic 
Progréss.) These tests are 
designed to provide effi- 
cient and comprehensive in- 
formation of student prog- 
ress in different academic 
areas in high school. 

: The testis divided into 
six areas including social 
studies, composition, sci- 
ence, reading, mathematics, 
and literature. It also 
includes a ten-item ques- 
tionaire covering student 
backgrounds and plans. The 
funiors and seniors took 
the first three parts of 
the test Monday morning and 
the last three parts of the 
test Wednesday morning. 
fhe first half of the test 
was given to the sophomores
